WAGES AND FREE 
SILVER. 


Foreign Capital Being Driven Out and Ail 


Kinds of Bnterprisefi Affected. 


Washington, D. C., August 19.—The 


Bureau of Statistics nas sorno interesting 
figures as to tbo d^aetrons effect on wages 
of the silver agitation in driving out for- 
eign capital and depressing every sort of 
enterprise. They have been collected and 
collated in tho past three years, and will 
make effective literature in the campaign 
when they get before tho people. 
Their 


publication by tho bureau may bo delayed 
by the printing office routine. 


There has been an average excess of ex- 


ports from tho United Sattcs of $217,706,- 


800. 


In spite of this there has been a con- 


stant outflow of gold to cover balances. 
This means that American securities have 
been sold abroad nnd sonb home, and 
loans of capital to American enterprises 
have beon withdrawn to an amount far in 
excess of tho Balance of trade in favor of 
this country. 


An analysis of tho figures shows that 


the excess of merchandise alone in three 
years was $413,513,073. This was divi- 
ded up so as to show an excess of $2!37,- 
115,590 for 1894, of $76,538,200 for 1895, 
and 8102,801,933 in 1896. The excess of ex- 
ports of silver wero as follows: For 1S94, 
a total of 837,164,713; for 1895, a total of 
$37,671,797, and for 1896, a total of *40,- 
726,345. 


There is also an excess of the exports of 


gold for the three years of $110,034,678, 
in spite of the heavy importations of gold 
under tbe efforts of the financiers who 
came to the relief of the government. 
This was divided up so as to give an ex- 
cess of $4,528,942 in 1894,of $30,984,449 in 
1895 and $80,521,387 in 1896. 


It is true that the United States has all 


along bad as an offset against its favor- 
able balance of trade the interest paid on 
ita securities, freight charges and expan- 
ses of tourlsts'visiting the Old World, and 
tbe lika. These items havo amounted to 
about $145,725,000 a year. But, count- 
ing out even these, there is made evident 
a withdrawal of $73,000,000 a year of tbe 
money invested from abroad to carry on 
the business in the United States. 
This 


is plainly the direct result of the silver 
agitation and will almost alone account 
for the business depression and the large 
number of |workingmen

CAPTURED. 


Inrt, the Austin Itutolier, Arreit«l In 


ChlciiRo. 


Chisago, August 1U.—After a search 


which has lasted four weeks, Oltloer W S. 


'arkliurst, of tho West Lake stroot police 
tiition, yesterday arrested Eugono Burt, 
i traveling salesman, who Is wanted nt 
Austin, TOJCUB, for tho murder of hlsjwlfo 
,nd two children In that oltf nix wuoks 
ago. 


Tho crlnlo with which Burt li^ohargcd 


was n peculiarly atrocious one,. Ho had 
ived nearly all bis life In tho Texas oity, 
»nd was a well known and reopcotod oltl- 
sen. His family consisted of hinjwlfo nnd 
,wo young children, a boy and a girl, and 
his life was apparently happy. Six wookn 
igo tbo nelgbbors found that'tbo bourn 
occupied by Burt anil hlsjfamlly wax de- 
serted. After a search tbo body of Burt'* 
young wife and those of hln children wore 
'ound In a cistern under tho house. All 
three bad been murdered, and tho bodied 
were literally hacked to plooo», a knlfo 
having evidently boon thcj instrument 
with which the deed wag committed. 
Tbe husband und fathor was nowhere to 
be found, and everything memod to point 
to blip as tbe murderer. News of the 
crime and a description of Burt. toaotlier 
with tho offer of a liberal' reward for hi* 
capture, were sent broadcast over tho 
country, but until yesterday the Austin, 
authorities learned nothing of_tho where-

DIFFICULTIES OF'BURNT WORK. 


Drawings Made by Hot Sron on a Surface 


of Wood. 


Many years ago the manual labor of 


the artist in color was reduced to 
a minimum; he no longer grinds his 
colors, or makes his canvas and brushes. 
But up to the present day the artist in 
burnt wood has toiled on with his rude 
forge and burning-irons^ with the de- 
votion of an old-time alchemist. Sin- 
gTilarly enough, relief from the discom- 
forts of this crude mode of work has at 
lost come through, the avenue which 
brings relief from all physical ailments 
—thatof medicine. Thethermocautery, 
a eurgical Instrument invented for 
cauterizing, has been sidapted to the use 
of the artist, so that he can work with 
comparative freedom. 


Formerly the fire-etcher employed 


copper tools, not unlike soldering-irons, 
set into wooden or other non-conducting 
hpndles. These tools cooled rapidly, 
and had to be constantly shifted, while 
the oxidation of the copper necessitated 
constant cleaning. What with feeding 
his fire and blowing it up with hand bel- 
lows, it is a wonder that the woodburner 
produced anything at all artistic. To- 
day the hollow burning'point is of plaii- 
imiu, a meta.1 which does not oxidize. 
Once hpnted, a never-failing current of 
naphtha gas, Vmrningwithin,enables the 
artist to work for hours, wholly inde- 
pendent of the forge, the bellows, and 
other paraphernalia. The electrode, 
another surgical cautery, ip likewise 
used in burnt-wood work, a.nd I-IPC- 
tricity will in time supersede all other 
means of heating the burning point.

etcher roust still encounter difficulties 
not found in practicing the kindred urif.

COCKRAN'S SPEECH. 


The Noted Hew York Democratic 


Orator Answers Bryan. 


EIGHTEEN THOUSAND 
HEAR HIM. 


Wild Enthusiasm and Ringing Cheers 


for McKinley and Hobart— 


It Was a Great 


Meeting. 


Madiaon Square Garden, New York, Au 


gmt 18.—The traea meeting of tbs Demo- 
cratic Sound Money Leacue was held this 
evening under the must favorable auepicea. 
The weather was all that could be desired, 
clear end delightfully cool, and thousands 
upon thousands of peraone turned out to 
hear HOD. W.Bourke Ooobian'a reply to the 
speech of William Jen pings Bryan 
de- 


livered in the same amphitheater last Wed- 
nesday night. 


The arrangements of the meeting srete 


on a moat elaborate and almost perfect 
aoale. The doors were opened at 6 o'clock 
and from that hour until the Breaking 
comaieuued a steady stream of people flow- 
ed into the huge auditorium. 


The Sixty-ninth Begimcnt band rendered 


a series of national airs while the audi- 
ence Sled in. Every man, woman and child 
who entered was given a small American 
flag and a leaflet containing the worce of 
the "Star Splangkd Banner," and "Amer- 
ica." 
These songs were rendered by a 


double quartet in which the vaat asBembluge 
assisted. The small American flags played 
a prominent part later in the evening when 
they were waved 
vigorously 
and with 


charming effect by the vast audience when 
it gave vent to ita enthusiasm at some of 
the many points made by Mr. Oochran in 
the course of his speech. Flags, shields 
and streamers were bung in every avail- 
able place- and the garden presented a most 
buautiful picture. The stars and stripes 
was the only flag us d. The platform was 
was tastefully decorated in the nationol 
culote, On it, besides Major John Byrnes, 
president of the democratic honest money 
league, who called the meeting to order, 
Hon. Perry Belmont, the permanent chair- 
men of the meeting and the Hoc. Bourke 
OockniD, the speaker of the evening, there 
were a host of prominent demo-rats of na- 
tional and local rencwn and a large nuon- 
ber of the vice-presidents of the meeting. 


At 7 45 the garden was rapidly filling up. 


The gallery, for admission to which no 
tickets were required, wes crowded and no 
more people were admitted there. The 
holders of seata in the boxes ntd the re- 
solved chairs were clow in gathering, but 
fully one-half the seata were occupied at 
the above hour and there was a constant 
influx at all the doors. As persona promi- 
nent in political and busineps life came in 
and were recognised by the assemblage, 
the spectators manifested their enthusiasm 
with choere and other forms of applause. 
The audience was very enthusiastic and 
thp slightest occurrence out of the ordinary 
set the meeting cheering. 


Eighty-three hundred chairs bad been 


placed In the arena of Ihe great auditor- 
ium. 
This arrangement swelled the feat- 


ing capacity of the building to 
about 


1B.OOO. 


At 8.25 when Mr. Oockran came in, 


every Feat was occupied, Mr. OookruM was 
received with prolonged 
cheers. 
Major 


Byrnes immediately advanced to the front 
of the platform and when, at 8.30 order 
was restored, nn called the meeting to order 
in a brief speech. He was heartily ap- 
plauded throughout. When ha named Perry 
Belmont as chairman, the cheering was 
renewed. 
Mr. Belmont advanced slowly 


to the (root of the platform and when the 
applause which gieeted him ceased, began 
his speech in a slow and deliberate manner. 
Mr. Belncont, in introducing Mr. Oockran, 
JB Id: 


"This <s a time for very plain speaking. 


We want EO victory under a false flag. 
The democratic standard was supplanted 
•it Chicago by the rag of populism, which 
»e firmly refuse tj follow, to the disgrace 
of the nation 
We are dntnociats and we 


represent democrats who intend to remain 
democrats, refusing ever to surrender the 
honored name of our party to the populists. 
The fusion of 13 to 1 independent free 
silver men, populists, and so-called Bryan 
democrats, ia complete. Some of their 
leaders attempt to disguise the fusion but 
they dare not dispute its existence for they 
depend on votes of the fueioniats 


"The opening of the mints to the inde- 


pendent, unlimited coinage of flat silver 
dollarb, is but an intermediate stage; the 
employment of the government printing 
presses for the issue of Sat paper money IB 
the ultimate aim of tho fusion party," 


Mr, Belmont trusted that the democratic 


party in the state of New York in this 
orlsifl would bold faithfully to the attitude 
it assumed at the Chicago convention. 
It 


would be monstrous, he said, to suppose 
anything else. The issue, stripped of all 
verbiage and sophistry, of all sectionalism 
iniJ prejudice, is now, as it was before the 
nomination of Mr. Bryan, one of morals, 
oce of honest}. Be would nut question the 
motives nf any one nor SB* that all the 
supporters of this extraordinary movement 
<*e oppose, are intentionally dishonest; 
but to speak plainly I do aay that behind 
them are unscrupulous roan and a crude and 
flimsy free silverjliterature, clearly dishon- 
est in rurpoee, for they lead to repudiation, 
to Mat money, the degradation ot the su- 
preme court by political control, an un- 
constitutional impairment of the obliga- 
tions and interference with the freedom of 
contracts, a reckless attick upon our na- 
ional and monetary integrity as veil as 
upon our whole system of commercial 
credits. 


At one point in hie speech where he was 


pattieuailjr severe on populists and popu- 
lism, in which category be included Mr. 
Bryan, a number of hisses were beard, but 
these were quickly drowned out by the 
counter cheers of the majority of the audi- 
tors. 


Mr. Belmont concluded bla remarks nt 


8.45 acd then introduced the speaker of the 
evening, Hon. W. Bourke Oockran. The 
vast auditorium was immediately in an np 
roar and the ovation of the night wan ten- 
dered the ex-congressman, Mtn and wo- 
men stood in their places and cheered 
themselves boaree, at the same time waving 
small American flags vigorously. 


When the eheeling had subsided ia a 


measure the New York Banks glee club 
began to sing the "Star Spangled Banner." 
The audience joined in and helped out with 
the chorus. 


Mr. Oockran at length secured ordei and 


plunged at once into his subject—his reply 
to Mr. Bryan's speech. He said: 
"Mr. Chairman, Ladles and Gentlemen, 


Fellow Democrats: 
(Applause.) With the 


inspiring strains of that national song still 
ringing in cur ears, who can doubt the 
issue of this campaign. (Applause.) That 
issue has been well stated by your presiding 
officer, stripped, as he says, of ail verbal 
disguise, this is an issue of common hoc 
esty. (More applause). An Issue between 
the honest discharge and the dishonest 
repudiation of public and private obliga- 
tions. It ia a question as tn whether the 
powers of this government shall be used to 
protect honest industry or to tempt the 
citizen to dishonesty. On this question 
honest men cane ot dlfter, 
(Applause.) It 


is one of morals and justice. It involves 
the existence of social order, It is the 
content for civilisation itself. If it be 
disheartening to democrats and lovere of 
free institutions to find an issue of this 
character projected into a presidential cam- 
paign, this meeting furnishes us with an 
inspiring truth of bow that issue will be 
met by the people. 
(Applause.) A demo 


eratie convention may renounce the demo 
cratic faith, but the democracy remains 
faithful to democratic principles. 
(Ap- 


plause. ) Democratic leaders may betray a 
convention to the pcpullets but they cannot 
seduce the footsteps of democratic voters 
from the pathway of hoaor and of justice. 
(Applause.) A candidate bearing the man- 
date of a democratic convention may in 
this ball open a canvass levelled against t, e 
foundations of social order and he t-"holde 
the democratic masses confronting him on 
the ground of defense. 
(App'ause.) 


"Fellow democrats, let us not diegulse 


from ourselves the fact that we bear in this 
contest a Rerious and grave solemn burden 
of duty. We roust raise our hands against 
the nomtcee of our party and we must do it 
to preserve toe future of that party iteelf. 
(Applause.) 


' iVo must oppose the nominee of the 


Chicago convention and we know full well 
that the succtsa of our opposition will mean 
our own exclusion from public life but we 
will be consoled and gratified by the re 
flection that it will prove that the American 
people cannot be divided i nto parties on a 
question of simple morals or of common 
honesty. (Applause.) We would look in 
vain throjgh the speech delivered here one 
week ago to find a true statement of the 
issue involved in thin canvass. (Laughter. I 
Indeed, I belinve it 
la doubtful if the 


candidate himself quite understands the 
nature of the faith 
which he professes. 


(Laughter.) I fay this not in criticism of 
his ability, but in justice to bis morality. 
(Laughter.) I believe that if he himself 
understood the inevitable consequences of 
the doctrines which he preaches, that his 
own hands would be the very Bret to tear 
down the platform on which he stands. 
(Applause.) But there was one statement 
in that speech which was very free from 
ambiguity, pregnant with hope and con- 
fidence to the lovers of order. He professed 
his unquestioned belief in the honesty of 
the American masses and he quoted Abra- 
ham Lincoln in auppoit of the faith that 
wan in him. Well, I don't believe thst 
the faith of Abraham Lincoln wus ever 
nore significantly justified than in the 
appearance of whish Mr. Bry n presented 
upon this platform in the changes that iuve 
come over the spirit and the life of popu- 
listic eloquence since the Chicago conven- 
tion. We all must remember that lurid 
rhetoric which glowed as fiercely in the 
western skies as that eunllgbt, 
which 


through the past week, foretold the torrid 
heat of the ensuing day, and here upon this 
platform we find that same rhbtoiic as 
mild, as ineipid as the waters of « stagnant 
pool. 


'He is a candidate who was swept Into 


the nomination by a wave of popular en- 
thusiasm, awakened by appeals to prejudice 
and greed. He is a candidate, who on his 
trip horns and in the Initial steps of bis 
trip eastward, declared that this was a rev- 
olutionary movement; who no sooner found 
himself face to face with the American 
feeling than he real bed that this Roil is not 
propitious to revolution. The people of 
this country will not change the icstitu- 
tiocs which have stood the lefts and ex 
perienoes of a century for institutions based 
upon the fantastic dreams of populiet agl- 
tatora—that the A-nerican people will never 
consent to substitute for the republic of 
Washington, of Jefferson and of Jaekeon, 
the republic of en Altjeld, a Tillman or a 
Bryan. (Applause.) The power of public 
opinion which caused the vivid oratory of 
the Chicago platform to burn low and soft 
as the moonlight outside of this platform, 
which has already shown its power io ccn- 
tiol popullstie eloquence, will show the full 
extent of its wisdom, will give Abraham 
Lincoln's prophecy ita triumphant vindica- 
tion when it crushes the seed of popullstlc 
socialism nest November. (Cheers.) 


"Njw, my friends, J have said there 


was one statement of great significance in 
Mr Bryan's speech. There is another por- 
tion of it which is singularly free from any 
obscurity, and that may be compriiwd 
within the two initial paragraphs where be 
talks logically, consistently, plainly, the 
language of revolution. Whatever change 
may have come over his macoei as a o»n- 
didate, however, much the vehemence of 
his eloquence may have been induced, two 
thlnga for -hich he stands remain unal- 
tered. On this platform be defended^the 
moat revolutionary plank of the Chicago 
convention in speech less vehement, but 
not less earnest than that In which he rap- 
ported their adoption. 


'On this platform be defended the popu- 


listlc program of overthrowing the integ- 
rity of the permanent court 
(Applause.) 


If there be any fruit which has grown for 
the benefit of all mankind out of the eatab- 
liament of onr tepubiic It has been the 


denro.irtratkin that It to ponlblo by the 
organization of an independent tritocal to 
safeguard the right of every citizen and 
protect those natural privileges against mv 
invasion from whatever source or however 
powerful might be tbe antagonizing ele- 
ments. (Applause.) The very existence of 
that power presupposes thefexltteuce of an 
independent tribunal. Yet we have tbta 
populistic convention because a populist 
measure was condemned as unconstitutional 
propnaing not to amend the conetitution 
In the ordinary way prescribed by tbat 
instrument Uself, but proposing to pack 
the rouit, to reorganize it. (Be used tbe 
language of the platform itself) so tbat It 
will pronounce thosa laws ' to be conittu- 
tional which the constitution itself con- 
deems ; a proposal to make the courts of 
law Instruments of lawlessness; to violate 
tbat sacred pact between the states on 
which the security of this nation rests; to 
profane toe temple erected for its protco 
tlon by the hand* of falsa priest* who 
though sworn to defend it will be appointed 
to destroy it, (Great applause.) 


"In the time to which I must confine my 


sell to-night I can da nothing but eiamine 
that one question which Mr. Bryan himself 
declares to be the overshadowing issue of 
this campaign. I am a little pulled when 
I read this speech to decide just what Mr. 
Bryan himself imagines will be the fruit of 
a change in the standard of value through- 
out this country. I do not believe that any 
man can follow wholly with tbe speech 
because if he dissents from one sot of con- 
clusions, he has got to read but a few 
paragraphs, and be will find another of a 
dirTerenCvariety. But I assume that it is 
fair in a discussion of this character Inde- 
pendently of what Mr, Bryan "iay say or 
what Mr. Bryan may think himself bo 
stands for, to examine the inevitable eco- 
nomic effects of a debasement of the coin 
age or a change in tbe standard by which 
existing debls ate to be measured In a baser 
measure of valu°. Now, I will Imagine 
tbat Mr.'Bryan himself may believe that in 
gome way or other he is going to benefit the 
tollerslof this country. Be says be la but 
be'deolices to show vie.how. (Laughter and 
applause.) 


"For myTpart, I am willing to state hero 


that If Mr, Bryan could show me that by 
any means known to heaven cr known to 
eaith, any means revealed to the compre- 
hension of man thst wages could be In- 
creased I will be ready to support him bare 
and now. (Groat applause and jheers ) 
Where the rate of wages Is high there mast 
be prosperity. When the rate of wages Is 
low, tbere must be distress. If, then, Mr, 
Bryan cau show mo that by the entnroe- 
ment ot any portion of his program, wages 
will be inclosed in this country, I will not 
only support hm, but I will recognize him 
OB the wisest orator that over opened his 
mouth on a platform since tbe beginning 
of the world, 
(Laughter,) I will be ready 


to confess that tbe rhetoric, which I do not 
understand, is really the langutge ol in- 
spiration. (Laughter.) I would regard his 
administration of tbe presidency as the 
kindling of a groat light before the foot 
steps of man, showing him a broad path- 
way to endless happiness and measureless 
prosperity, But in searching through his 
speech, in reading through whole reams 
of populistic literature with which this 
country has been flooded for four years I 
have never yet found one syllable which 
showed mi' how a populist expected to in- 
crease the rate of wages. (Laughter and 
applause.) 


"Mow, 
in order to understand the sig- 


nificance of tbe remark that wegea is the 
only teat of prosperity, we have but to con- 
sider for a moment just what la meant by 
the term 'wages.' Wages, 
ae I suppose 


everybody here understands, is that part of 
laborer' product which Is given to him- 
self in compensation for his toll. If, for 
instance, I be engaged In the manufacture 
nf chalra, and if I can make five chairs 
every day, worth $20, and the rate of my 
wages ia $4, what I actually get is one chair 
out of the five which I make. Tbe other 
four chairs, the other four-fifths of my 
product, are devoted to the payment of all 
the other labor that bat bean expended In 
rearing the element out of which the chair 
was made, If, instead of five chalra, I 
were able to make 10 end tbe rate of rry 
compensation remained tho sane, I would 
obtain for rny wages two chairs or $8 a 
day; but instead of there being four chairs 
or $16 available (or the payment of other 
labor, tbere would be eight chairs, or $32, 
and thus tbe larger my wages, the larger 
my product, the greater the prosperity in 
their making industry. 
(Applause.) 


"Now, applying tbat principle to every 


other deportment of trade we can see that 
the man who works on a tur.net cannot 
take a part nf tbe tunnel home with him 
for his wages; tbe man who paves the 
street canno* take a part of tbe highway 
with him, but each one takes tbe money 
equivalent to tbat rart of the product 
which is tbe product of hie daily toll, and 
tbe [laborer Is the man who has tbe most 
vital interest in the quality "ot tbe money 
which is paid to him. (Applause.) 


"Now, when we come to find out just 


now Mr. Bryan expects to increase the 
wages otjabor, we find ourselves lost in a 
maze of contradiction and in a haze of ob- 
scure expressions. 


' Mr, Brynn tells us that he wanta to 


cheapen tbe dollar; ^that he want* to In- 
crease the volume of money. I do not be- 
lieve tbat any man who ever lived could 
quite understand a populists' notion of 
what a>on;y is. 
(Laughter.) 
Further 


than he believed It ia a desirable thing. 
(Laughter,) Acd that be Is not very par- 
ticular about tbe means by which be can 
get hie bands on it 
(Laughter.) 


"Now, my friends, I will ask you to In- 


dulge me for> moment while I rtate to you 
here tbe only concentration that an honest 
man can form of money, In order that In 
discussing this thing hereafter we will be 
able to understand the economic expres- 
sions which the populist nan for tba de- 
lusion of man and of tbe confusion of his 
judgment. Nothing is more common than 
the statement that rnoiey and property are 
identical. They are not, A redundancy of 
money does not provt 
any prosperity. 


There may be a very large volume of cir- 
culating medium and very great poverty. 
The issue of paper money simply ia no 
more an increase of wealth than tbe issue 
by an individual of bis promissory note 
would show an increase of bis property. 


<Applaun.) A» • matter of fact, an In- 
oretse in the coinage to no proof ol an in- 
enact in property, but miry be a itrong 
proof of • dMrcaw in nealtk. Let u* t»ke 
for instance this watefa one. That it worth 
Its bullion value, plus tjie labor that has 
been expended on it 
If, now I melt that 


down Into a $10 gold piece, It Is worth 
nothing but the.bulllon value. Here, then, 
has been an increase In the quattit; of 
money but a decrease In the volume nt 
national wealth. I ooold not buy a wetoh 
ouo with the ooin, which would be coined 
out of this unless I added aouicthing to It 
and the petenae that men can be ourichod 
by swelling the volume Jof currency (s the 
oldest delusion whlub baa effected man- 
kind since the very beginning of civlll-u- 
tlon." (Applause.) 


Continuing these Illustration satlcngth, 


Mr. Oooknn continued: 


"Money n<sver can circulate freely and 


actively unless there be absolute confidence 
in its value. (Applause.) If a man doubts 
whether tbejinorjey in bis pocket will bo 18 
valuable to-in or row as it ia to-day bo will 
decline to exchange his commodity against 
it and this populiet agitation threat nlng 
the integrity of money has been tho cause 
of the bard times through which tbla cnuc- 
try la passing and from which it will not 
escape until the heel of popular condemna- 
tion is placed upon the popaganda which 
undormincH 
tho 
foundations of credit. 


(Applause.) 


"Tho basis of sound trade is sound 


01 one j. 
(Applause.) Money which IB In- 


Musically valuable. Money, which like tbo 
gold coinage of this country, tbo country 
cannot affect If it tried to. (Applauw,) 
I car. take a $10 gold piece and I can defy 
all the power of all of .tbo government* of 
this ear^h to tuke flvo cents.of value from 
It, 
(Applause,) If I earned It by tho 


sweat of my brow; having earned It by 
the exercise of my bruin; having vaiood 
It by the exohiogfl of my cortnicrtlUpB I 
can go to the uttorrroet ends of tho oartJi 
and'wherever I present it, It* value will to 
unquestioned 
and 
unchallenged.

good dollar this mooting and that demo- 
cratic party, the honest masses of tho coun- 
try without distinction ot parly divisions, 
demand that the same shall bo paid to Ibe 
laborer when ho earns It, and that no 
power on earth shall cheat him out of tho 
sweat of bis brow, (Applause.) 


"Now let us see how Mr. Brynn proposes 


to deal with Ibis question* I have looked 
over bis speech to find out just what ho 
thinks ho ia going to do for Ihe laboring 
man and 1 find that bo dismisses him with 
a very few and some very ungalltifaotory 
praleoa. But It Is perfectly clear that tho 
purpose of the people Is to put up tho prloo 
of certain commodities. Mr, Bryan's lan- 
guage is that he Is going ti Improve tho 
condition of the people of this country, 
not of all of them, but of tho grestnut 
number. Well, now, I don't suppose Mr. 
Bryan pretends Io any miraculous power,, I 
don't suppose he claims ho can multiply 
the number ot chain upon Ihia platform, 
or upon this floor, although ho has shown 
bis capacity to empty them. 
(Laughter.) 


If he la going to work any change in tho 
conditions of men, ha must inorcnto tho 
material possessions of some r art ol tho 
community. It requires tho labor cf man 
and the labor cf; man alone to create 
wealth. If, then, Mr. Bryan Is going to 
enrich somebody,the thing which he means 
to bcetow on him, ho must take from some- 
body ei«c. Who la to be despoiled and wh» 
is to be enriched by the exercise of this now 
scheme of gomvernmxnt'/ (Cry of Mlver 
mine owners.) My frlocdn, the silver mlno 
owners will get cheated with the rest. (Ap- 
plause. )3 If ever the populists obtains his 
way, nobody will be benenlted, not even 
Mr. Bryan. (Laughter.) Mr. Biyan pro- 
posed to increase tbo price of commodities. 
If he means ac.ytb.lng, he a cans that, and 
I am not quite suio thit he ticann any- 
thing. If the price of commodities bo In- 
creased and the price of labor be lott att- 
tlnnery, why, tbat means a cutting down 
of the rate of wages. If, instead of a 
dollar^whlch consist! of a given quantity of 
gold equal to a 100 cents the laborer li to 
be paid in dollars' worth 60 cents oaob, w'ly 
bcj;en only bay half as much with a day's 
wages as bo buys now. If the value of tbo 
populiet scheme, then, Is to be tested, lot 
the laboring men of this country ask Mr. 
Bryan and bis ' populist frlenda a simple, 
common, everyday question. "When do I 
come in." (Laughter.) There to one para- 
graph in his speech which shikw a flood of 
light upon the whole purpose underlying 
this populist agitation. 
Wage earner*, 


Mr. Bryan says, know that wnllo a (told 
standard raises the purchasing pDwor of 
the dollar it also makes It more difficult to 
obtain possession of tba dollar. They know 
that employment is lest ^permanent, loss of 
work more probable, and redeployment 
less coitaln," 


Mr. Oockran devoted much attontlop io 


this ^particular Iquestlon. He argued thai 
there could not bo high wage* unlew there 
Is ac extensive production In every doiert- 
mentfof industry and claims that wages Is 
the one sole lett of the country'* condllloc. 


"When," said he, "after thepanloof 


1873, tho price of labor fell to 90 cent) a 
day, It wa< harder to obtain labor than 
when the rate of labor was 12 and the 
dlff»rence between the populiiit who teeks to 
cut down the late of wagM aid the demo- 
crat who seeks to protect It la thnt I ho 
democrats believe high wigei and prosper- 
ity arc synonomous anJ the populin want* 
to cut the rate o< wages, Io order that be 
may tempt the farmer to make wnr upon 
Ills own worklngmen. 


•When any man can nhow me a laborer 


tbat has been paid in advance for a day'* 
work, I will sno» bite • laborer who to a 
debtor, but every laborer tbat I have ever 
known ID my experience, every laborer of 
whom I nave ever heard In my eiatolM-

The pretense that the farmer of Ne- 


braska is suffering under the freight of a 
mortgage conttactsd under a mefl which 
bae steadily increased in value, is but a 
populistic metaphor. 
Two-thirds of the 


farmers have no mortgage debt whatever. 
(Applause.) I do not believe there IB 5 per 
cent on them that own a mortgage over 
three yeara old, during which time there 
has been no ^change in [the value ol the 
metal, but every slnlge farmer is a creditor 
in the shape of his own labors. This pro- 
posal of tbe populists in an attempt to en- 
list the farmers in a conspiracy to reduce 
the wages paid this labor tbat be may have 
a larger proportion of his own products 
and they are willing to cut down tbe wage 
ol every man who worke in cities, who toils 
on tbe bench, who digs in the mines, who 
manages the trains, in the hope that they 
can ride into power on a wave of cupidity 
and greed awakened in the breast of tbe 
.'Oter. But, my friends, it is a trium- 
phant vindication of American citizenship 
that this attempt to enlist the farming and 
agricultural members of this community 
into this conspiracy has failed miserably, 
utterly, absolutely. 
Every western state 


which in 1890 ana 1892, fell into the hands 
of the pouplists went into the farmers alli- 
ance bsfore their real purpose was executed, 
were purified and populletic force scattered 
out of existence when the farmers of this 
country understood precisely tbat what tbe 
populiat meant for his welfare was really 
for his ruin.

spiracy between the professional farmers, 
tho farmers who cultivate the quarrels of 
their neighbors, farmers who labor with 
their jaws, populist agitators of the 
w«jst 


and the unreconciled slave dealers of the 
south? (Applause.) This is a conspiracy 
between professional farmers who want n 
pay low wjges aid tbe unieconclled slave 
holder who would like to pay no wsges. 
(Applause,) Tne populistio movement in 
tbe attempt cf three professional farmert>,of 
these men who are unwilling to share with 
the laborer, to appeal to his greed in sup- 
port of their dootirne. He is an enemy of 
public order; he is an obstacle to progress. 
He is B conspirator against the leace and 
prosperity of .the industrial classes of the 
country. 
"I have said that the laborer ia the ob- 


ject of this conspiracy and he is. But let 
no man imagine that if they were success- 
ful the injury would all be borne by the 
men who work with their hande, Be would 
be the first to suffer and the last to recover 
from its effects. But the shock to civilisa- 
tion wl ich would ensue from such a breach 
cf public and private faith would be irre- 
parable. 
Its effects no man can measure 


from any experience of the human race. 
We cannot 'tell to what degree it would 
paralyze industry." 


"The underlying trouble with all popu- 


lists," said Mr.Coohran, "is tbat they have 
a fundamental [conception of the principle 
on which civilized society is constructed. 
All through Mr. Bryan's ap°eon, all through 
Mr. Tillroan's utterances in convention 
wherever you find populists assembled, you 
will find discussions pioceeding upon the 
theory that mtn are hostile to each other 
in their interests; tbat the condition of lif" 
is one of canteet. At Chicago Mr. Bryan 
declared: ' When you come before us and 
tell us thatlwe shall disturb your business 
interests, we reply tbat you have disturbed 
our business interests. We have petitioned 
and our petitions have been e 'orned; we 
have entreated and our entreaties have been 
disregarded; we have pleaded and they 
have mocked and our calamity, came; we 
beg no longer; we entreat no more; we 
petition no more.
